In view of the fact that the hay 
crops it short one of the Coureir 
readers sends us the following con 
cerning a gocd substitute 

1 start out by saying I can make 
mote money on peavuie hay than I 
cm on cotton . that is. counting ex- 
penses. 

In the summer of 1905 I turned 
eight acres of wheat -stubble that 
only made twenty-eight bushels of 
wheat with two hundred pounds of 
guano per acre. Then drilled in 
one bushel of speckled peas and one 
hundred ponuds of guano per acre 
with a Hoosier grain drill . then run 
over the ground with a drag and 
made it perfectly smooth. That 
year I cut and sold in bulk $109.80 
aortb of hay off of the eight acres. 
Then followed it in wheat again ; 
made 190 bushels ; put in peas, aa 
bwfoie and made $175 worth on the 
same ground. 

I am very careful to kill ail th« 
grass and weeds where towing my 
peas, so that the grass and peas will 
not come up together and be ready to 
cut at the same time. 

I let at least three-fourths of the 
pods gets ripe before cutting. Do 
not cut more at one time than you 
can care for. I cut after the dew is 
off rake before night , leave in who 
rows till toe next e/ening . then haul 
■y hay to market from the neld, for 
which 1 get $30 per too. 

I would advise our farmers to 
lant less corn and cotton, prepare it 
etter and make more. Sow your i 
_»in land in peas Land that will 
pot make more than live or six hun- 
dred pounds seed cotton with two I 
inderd pounds of guno per acre will ' 
ake from one to one and a half tons 
J of pcavine hay per acre. 

One man with a team can turn. ' 
I drill, cut and house one acre in two 
days with only a boy to help him j 
load. 

I commenced sowing about May 1 
and cot tinned until July 10 ; sow 
four or five acres every time it rains 
don't lose any timeout of your crop, 
and your hay u uot all ready at the 
name time. I cut and rill my barn, 
then sell the rest. By doing so I 
have fat stook and a nice b 
count before I commence to sell cot- 
ton. 

Sow sorghum or ( ierman millet on
